Any doubts th at today ’s astronomical food 
prices are a major concern to th e average Ameri­ 
can h ousewife were effectively dispelled Mon­ 
day nigh t at th e Lake Katrine Grange Hall, 
wh ere some 150 women—and a h andful of men— 
demanded immediate federal action to reverse 
th e cost spiral, and promised an uprising of th eir 
own to obtain results. 
Monday 's gath ering marked th e initial meeting 
of "Irate Housewives,” an organization formed by 
several Kingston-area women just last week to 
protest th e cost of food. 
Th e organization it was noted, is not unique 
to th e Kingston area. Similar groups h ave been 
formed in Newburgh Pough keepsie and th e El 
lenville New Paltz areas. But all h ave th e same 
objective; and th ey ¿re now planning a co­ 
ordinated figh t to reach th ose objectives. 
Th e women th reaten mass demonstrations to 
impress th eir dissatisfaction on federal law­ 
makers and food retailers. A nationwide meat 
bovcott is tentatively set for April 1, and local 
sy mpath izers were asked Monday to support th at 
action. A petition will be circulated th rough out 
Lister County , and th en passed on to Congress­ 
man Hamilton Fish Jr. (R-25th ), asking th e Mill- 
brook congressman to lead th e figh t in Wash ing­ 
ton for renewed price controls. 


According to Wy vone Hardman, wh o was in­ 
volved in a similar campaign six y ears ago in 
Florida ("It worked,” sh e said.), ‘‘We women 
control a tremendous amount of money in th is 
country , so wh y are we sitting back and letting 
th em do th is to us? Every week it’s getting a 
little h arder. Wh y sh ould a h usband h ave to 
worry th at h e won’t h ave enough money to pro­ 
vide for is family ?”

Sh e warned th e women not to concentrate just 
on th e cost of meat* ‘‘We’ll h ave to widen our 
scope . . . and go after every th ing. I mean every ­ 
th ing.” 
Belie Sundree formed a similar group not long 
ago in th e Kerh onkson area. Sh e urged th e wom­ 
en to figh t not only for a ceiling on prices, but a 
roll-back of prices to earlier levels. Th ere’s little 
sense in freezing prices at th eir present level, 
sh e said, since few people can afford th em now 
any way . And sh e suggested th at petitions be 
sent to President Nix on, as well. 
“Th is is not a political issue,” sh e added, 
“I t’s a bread-and-butter issue.”

Th ere were oth er suggestions made at Mon­ 
day 's meeting to h elp combat prices and deflated 
food budgets. Th e women were urged to start 
"Victory Gardens’’ in th eir neigh borh ood in or­ 
der to by pass "store-bough t” vegetables. Anoth er 
suggested th at h ousewives patronize local h ealth 
food stores, buy h igh nutritional food items and 
cut back in th e quantity of foods purch ased th at 
h ave borderline nutritional value. 
Mrs. Eth el Th omas of Lake Katrine, one of 
th e organizers of th e local group, said th ey will 
ask local fish retailers to support th eir cause and 
"run specials tw'iee a week” so th e h ousewife 
h as a viable alternative to h igh priced meats. 
At least one accomplish ment of substance 
came out of Monday ’s meeting; 150 people with 
a common cause agreed th at th e time h as come 
for th e American h ousewife to pit “ woman’s lib­ 
eration" against "man-made inflation” and take 
to th e picket lines in an all-out battle against 
spirting food costs. 
Some furth er plans in th at direction will be 
made at th e group’s meeting nex t Th ursday 
(March 22) at 8 p.m. at Kingston’s Municipal 
Auditorium. Th e larger facility h as been reserved 
to accomodate th e ex pected crush of very "Irate 
Housewives.”

HUTCHINSON, Kan. — There 
hasn't been a poll yet invented to 
satisfy all of the coaches and 
aH of the players and all of 
the fans, but the one that’s come 
under particular fire this year,

tion basketball ratings 
The NJCAA’s weekly top 20 
eminates from this junior college 
empire and at one time had Ul 


ster Community College’s Sen­ 
ators in the top ten. Shortly 
thereafter,

lost

games in Illinois and dropped 
out of the list. Fair enough. 
But when Ulster began the 18- 
game winning streak it took into 
this 
afternoon’s'

opener against Platte, Nebraska, 
the Senators had gained enough 
backing to rise again, this time 
to the No. 13 spot. UCCC kept 
right on winning, however by 
the time the last noil was issued 


the other day, Ulster had fallen 
into a tie for 18 th. How come? 
“If you look at the total points 
Ulster gets,” explained George 
E. Killian, executive director of 
the NJCAA, “you’ll see that 
when you get down below the top 
ten, you can really fluctuate. 
There may only be one or two 
points difference between the 
18 th place team and the 13th 
place team. The difference may 
only be three or four votes. 
“When you get down below the 


top ten,” he added, “you’re real­ 
ly flipping a coin.” 
Killian, a personable gentle­ 
man originally from Long Is­ 
land and one of the top basket­ 
ball coaches in NJCAA history 
when he was at Erie Tech in 
Buffalo, noted that voting for 
the poll is conducted by the 19 
regional directors, each with 
one vote. Ten points are award­ 
ed to a team earning a first 
place vote, nine for second, and 


so on, all the way down to one 
for tenth. 
He defended the method even 
though the No. 1 team through­ 
out most of the season—Wright 
Junior of Chicago—was elim­ 
inated in its regional tourna­ 
ment. 
“I think the first 10—while 
the teams were playing during 
the season—is accurate,” Kil­ 
lian claimed. “I think Wright 
probably was the No. 1. team, 


based on their season’s record.” 
Everyone seems to agree that 
the inability of Eastern teams
